By this John Audland's powerful Mi- 


niſtry, given and committed to him by 
the Lord, was I reached and turned un- 
to the Spirit of God, which had diſco.

this Appearance cannot be called the 


Foulneſs, yet being a meaſure of that

give Teſtimony unto the Univerſal Ap 
pearance of the San of Righteouſneſs in 
the Hearts of all the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Men, they are ready to ſay, Such 
a Teſtimony leads to the diminiſhing of thut 
Glory and Honour which belongs unto him, 
as he is the Fulneſs, and ſitting at the 
Right Hand of the Father; inferring 
from ſuch our Teſtimony, as if, whillt

Believing in the Light, and Obedience to 
his Appearance, being come out of that 
State which is reprobated by the Lord, 
can of certain experimental Knowledge 
lay, Chriſt is in us the Hope of Glory. 

And ſo, when we direct People to 
this Word, Light, Law, Grace and Spirit, 
we do not thereby intend, that Chriſt 
Jeſus, the Light of the World, and Gift 
of God, is not the true Saviour, Redeemer 
and Reconciler of Mankind unto God.
